John H. Oroder, a graduate of a 
school which teaches, funeral direct- 
.fgjfc • who came here from Portland, 
Maine, to,become an assistant in the 
funeral parlors of \V. Q. Custer, on 
Citrus avenue, is a young man who Is 
treating interest in civic matters, 
through an invention, which lie says 
Will do away with automobile arid 
'"street car accidents at intersections 
.of streets. 


Oroder ia a young man with mech­ 
anical ability, and he Bays that his 
invention was inspired because of., an 
accident which befell him while rid­ 
ing a motorcycle. It's principle points 
are that it is automatically put into 
operation by the weight of the auto­ 
mobile or vehicle as it approaches an 
intersection. 


The devlco consists of three parts. 
In the first place, two wires, that are 
a. part of the circuit, are enclosed in 
^bolster of protecting cable that is 
springy and: resilient, one wire being 
placed along the inside of the cable, 
and the other along the bottom, one 
above the other throughout their 
whole length. 
This cable is placed 
In cement, and- stretches across the 
street from Bide to Bide, about fifty 
yfeet' froija the corner, and BO that 
about a quarter of an inch of its top 
extends above the flush of the pav­ 
ing. It then looks like a piece of hose | 
imbedded in the cement, and the 
wheels of the vehicle will press the 
"hose dbwn so that a connection is 
made, which operates a semaphore,

Evidence that the Covina Valley 
Farmers' Club 1B a potent force in di­ 
recting Important attention to the Co 
yina valley, la received this week 
through the receipt of a letter from 
Vice-Speaker of the Assembly W. A. 
JotmBtone, who answers a letter sent 
him by Secretary Jerome Reynolds of 
the, Farmers' Club. It is in relation 
to the experiment station for citrus 
and walnut ranches, which is to be 
placed somewhere in California. 


The Covina Valley Farmers' Club 
has interested Itself in drawing the 
attention of the- state officials to Co- 
vlnn, ns being a desirable location for 
this important station. Assemblyman 
Johnstone introduced the bill which 
passed at this session, calling for the 
expenditure of $60,000 for lands upon 
which to establish thlB station, John­ 
stone worked hard in the interests of 
this bill, and much of the credit for 
getting it passed should be.accorded 
this veteran in state legislation, 


The bill 1B Bhort and to the point, 
and readB as follows:

FOR LAND AND PLANTING 


Section 1. The sum of sixty thou­ 
sand dollars ($60,0&6), or BO much 
thereof as may be required, Is hereby 
appropriated out of any money not 
otherwise appropriated to be paid to 
the regents of the University of Cal­ 
ifornia to bo used by them for the 
purchase, for the use of the depart­ 
ment of agriculture of the University 
of California, of a tract or tracts'of 
land, water and water rights therefor, \ 
situate in any of the counties of LOB 
Angeles , JFllverside, Orange, San Ber 
nai'dlno, San Qlego, Imperial, Ventura 
or'. Santa Barbara, as ,they may s& 
Ijectjfiand,,^

Besides this bill are two' others, 
both separate bills, one calling for 
$150,000 4or buildings, and the other 
stipulating the maintenance. The leg­ 
islature did not pass these bills at 
this session, evidently believing that 
they are not as urgent as the bill cal­ 
ling for ttie expenditure for land. It 
the land is secured, the appropriation 
for the buildings and other matters 
can come at another session of the 
legislature. It is already stated that 
so much business was left undone at 
this session that an extraordinary 
session will bo called this summer, 
but it would not be expected thai 
these bills .could be brought out of 
committee at that time, as further 
appropriations could not bo made un­ 
less the session was called specifically 
for that purpose. 


Tho ranchers in Southern Califor­ 
nia will rest satisfied for tho timo be­ 
ing, however, If tho location is rnado 
suitable to the citrus and walnut In­ 
dustry and Its best Interests. Tho Co­ 
vina valley ranchers are making a 
sharp fight to get tho station In this 
valley, and making the fight on mer­ 
its. 


The bill as introduced by Johnstone 
passed without amendment, and no 
stipulation Is found in the bill of the 
amount which is to bo paid per acre 
as a maximum. This will allow for 
the purchaso of land suitable for the 
citrus culture and citrus experiment.

What Would Happen If W e Crashed 


Into Another World. 


W e are spinning through space at 
the rate of more than a thousand miles 
a minute.

After she arrived In America Jenny 
Llnd asked Mr. Barnum when and 
where he had heard her sing, And upon 
receiving the answer that he had never 
had the pleasure of seeing her before 
in his life, she nsked, "How did you 
risk so much money on a person whom 
you never heard sing?" . 


"I risked it," gallantly answered Mr. 
Barnum, "on your angelic 
character 
and reputation, feeling that you would 
please the American public."

PROCESS OF CITRUS GUM FORMATION 


SIMILAR TO DISEASES OF HUMAN BODY 


(William Jloogendyk.) 


The Covlna Argus Is to be compli­ 
mented on orchard topics*- which ap­ 
pear In the paper from time to time. 
It Is only constant effort on the part 
of thoBe Interested that will actually 
bring about the time when wo will 
grow two oranges where only ono grew 
before I noticed In last week's pa- 
iper an article on gum disease and 
where two large-orchard companies 
are applying bordeaux paste to cure 
gummosts. Inasmuch as gum disease 
Is an effect and not a cause, naturally 
ting 
euro for fungi associated with 
this gum dlBonso will not heal the 
gumming, although results may be ap­ 
parent. 


I believe Hror. Ralph Smith to bo 
correct on this, when ho says, "In no 
case have wo been able to rocognlze 
or demonstrate the presence of any 
fungus, bactorlum, or other parasite 
organism, as the cause of any form 
of citrus gum disease, and that the 
process of gum formation Is In many 
respects similar to the occurrence of 
an ulcer or boll In the human body." 


Gum disease Is therefore the offect 
of aoino physiological activity. Prof, 
Colt's circular, a reprint from the pro­ 
ceedings of the society for horticul­ 
tural science for 1010, on brown spot­ 
ting of tho navel oranges while in 
transit, notes 
U I I B offect to the anzy-j 
mes of the oxydase class. The aAlon 
of oxidizing enzymes In a tree do not 
only retard, but at times prohibit the 
conversion from starch to sugar, and 
If this takes placo there Is no forma­ 
tion of protled. 
This Is called the 
storing, or translocation of starch. It 
ts at this point where tho gum disease 
begins, and Is also tho causo of small 
oranges, splitting of oranges, varia­ 
tion of the leaves, sucker growth, etc. 
The very fact of finding a harmful 
excess of oxyldlzlug onzyines In the 
oranges by Dr. Colt, Is going to be 
the foundation of a great revival In 
the orange culture. 


The following was valteu by Prof. 
Woods on lii'B subject: "Nitrates are 
mqderately" strong oxidizing agents, 
that is, they yield up their oxygen 
readily to substances having a strong 
affinity for it. It la a curious fact that 


In many cases an Increase of nitrates 
In a cell under conditions not favor­ 
able to their organization into the 
higher nitrogen compounds, protledB, 
etc., I B accompanied by an Increase 
of a ferment or enzyme, which also 
nn active oxidizing agent, or rather a 
promoter of oxidation processes, The 
excesB* of oxidation not only destroys 
the 
oaslly 
oxidized 
nitrogen 'com­ 
pounds, but also the chlorophyll, and 
the diastase, or starch dissolving en- 
zymo. The normal, nutrition of the 
cell Is theroforo Interfered with, and 
wo thus (lad starvation In the pres­ 
ence of an excess of food, because the 
nature of tho food compound present 
forbids tholr use directly by the grow- 
Ing cells. When a plnnt once gets Into 
this diseased condition, It is difficult 
to cure It, Its vitality Is weakened, 
and it becomes tjjp prey* of Insects 
and fungi, or It may completely stnrvo 
to death through a kind of indigestion 
ami rapid oxidation." 


Thero Is no doubt in my mind but 
that those conditions may be over­ 
come, and we* are looking to Dr. Web­ 
ber, with the use of tho large appro­ 
priation nmdo by the state, to bring 
this about, and also the putting of the 
citrus business upon a still better pay­ 
ing basis.

THAT WORKS SUCCESSFULLY IN GROVES 


Kenneth N. Avery, a Covlna ranch­ 
er, has made nn orchard tractor that 
has every appearance of being a suc­ 
cess. It was tried out this week In 
the orchard of H. M. Houser on Hoi- 
lenbeck Btreet, and a large crowd of 
ranchers saw the machine drawing an 
orchard cultivator. 


Orchard tractors of several kinds 
have been „ demonstrated In Covlna, 
and some of them have seemed to be 
practical machines, with a few, excep­ 
tions that left the rancher doubtful 
Two makes of machines shown here 
have been objected to because they 
are too heavy, too long and too cum­ 
bersome In making the turns. This 
makes them a doubtful Investment 
for the owner of ten (or twenty acres. 
These machines have done good work 
on big ranches, where the straight­ 
away stretch has been longer and tho 
turns fewer. 


But Avery's machine has been In­ 
vented nnd assembled In Covlna, by 
a practical orchardlst, and Avery has 
given the machine the study that 
would be applied for practical uses In 
Covlna orchards. The result Is that 
he certainly has come nearer to per­ 
fection than the others, and his dem­ 
onstration this week satisfied many 
that the orchard tractor is to be the 
coming thing in cltruB growing. 


Avery'B machlnp . Is short in Its 
body, and low. It has a very wide 
set of traction wheels, with a forty 
horse-power pull. He uses distillate 


as fuel, and says that the machine 
can be operated all, day for very much 
less than a man can -keep a pair of 
mules, and do the work easily. Dur­ 
ing the demonstration" the cultivate 
was buried to the beam by weighting 
it down with the Interested ranchers 
present. It plowed up • the ground in 
fine shape and never faltered in the 
heaviest kind of pulling. The machine 
cuts figure eights around the 'trees, 
going closer than a team of mules 
Avery says he believes he can put 
this machine on the market cheaper 
than any of the tractors made thus far 
The machine will be made In Detroit, 
Michigan, at the foundry of John H. 
Avery, father of the inventor, and 
will be sent out here in parts, where 
it will be aBsembeld in Covlna. Much 
of the work of experimentation has 
been done at the Covlna Garage & 
Machine Shop by local 
machinists. 
Two weeks ago, Avery drove the ma­ 
chine for twenty-five miles, over the 
boulevards to Los Angeles, where he 
had some additional work done upon 
it. 


While the machine to all practical 
purposes 
will be made as it now 
stn rids, the Covlna inventor Bays that 
there will be several changes in the 
ma^ce of castings, for the purpose of 
making them lighter and more easily 
adjustable. The machine draws big 
loads on the boulevards, and can be 
made to run stationary machinery on 
the ranch.

Of fragrance there Is plenty; for 
miles the country Is saturated with 
the smell from the groves." 


The blossoms clothe the trees to nn 
extent never seen before, but there 
is u,o honey In the blossoms. 


Bee men llrat discovered the lack­ 
ing quality In tho blossoms. 


Growers are speculating as to what 
It means—whether a short crop or a 
big one. 


There 1B little vitality in the blos­ 
soms. This Is easily explained by tlje 
statement that the trees are over­ 
taxed In th? combined burden of re­ 
placing the foliage destroyed by tho 
January frost and feeding tho oxtra 
heavy bloom. 


Most of the growers, however, are 
optimistic. 
They say the "inside 
bloom," the blossoms sheltered on the 
interior of the foliage, will be more 
than sufficient to place heavy crops 
on the trees, and will be nheltered to 
escape the 
4hot weather of June and 
July.—Lordsburg Leader.
